SEBRING STORY 1959 


It all began last January when your Editor, 
Charles Beidler, gave me the Sebring assignment. 
By the time John Grigg (a Palm Beach Photog- 
rapher), who was to help take many of the 
accompanying pictures, and I arrived at Press 
Headquarters in the Sebring Hotel, I had written 
some twelve letters, I had made four long distance 
telephone calls, and sent four telegrams. 

Our pre-race plans had been worked out to the 
last degree. John and I were to take the pictures. 
Kayheigh and Henry Vogt—a budding Mr. and 
Mrs. team of apprentice race drivers—were to 
handle their VW bus and take care of the hour- 
to-hour reports. Our arrival at Press Head- 
quarters put the quietus on all our plans. We 
were given only two press passes instead of four, 
and no press sticker for the bus. All day we 
spent between the race course and the hotel. I 
went up to Press Headquarters again to try once 
more to obtain a Press sticker for the VW bus. 
After much talking, etc., we finally succeeded. 

John and I then dashed off to meet with Baron 
von Hanstein. Von Hanstein reported that the 
factory entries—#33 a 1588 Carrera Coupe, 
Class 6 (drivers—Baron Huschke von Hanstein, 
Count Karol de Beaufort) ; #31 an RSK 1588, 
Class E Spyder (drivers—Count Wolfgang von 
Trips, Joakim Bonnier); #32 a 1498 Spyder, 
Class F (drivers—John Fitch, Edgar Barth) — 
were all mechanically the same as last year with 
two very notable exceptions on #31 and #32 
Spyders. A new front hood lift had a surface 
oil cooler very much the same as a water radia- 
tor on a front engined machine, and a new rear 
axle (details not available until the 1960 models 
come out). , 

After dinner, we went out to the track to 
watch the drivers practice and meet Kayheigh 
and Henry Vogt. We arrived just in time to see 
a flash of fire over on the hairpin turn. Later, 
we learned that Ed Lawrence, driving a 3 liter 
Maserati, had lost his way on the course on his 
first practice lap and had driven his racer off 
the turn at better than 100 m.p.h. Both he and 
the car were burned beyond recognition. Thank 
the Lord, this was to be the only serious accident 
of Sebring, 1959. 

We found the Vogts parked by the finish line 
and told them the bad news about the passes. 
They had arrived, complete with out chairs and 
Porsche Panorama banners taped to both sides 
of the bus. We received another blow—I had 
given Henry the banners the day before (in a 
roll) without checking them—and we saw 
“Porche Panorama” staring at us from both 
sides. Nothing could be done now and we had 
to make new plans for the morning. We decided 
to meet at the PCA tent at 8:30 and make the 
most of the two passes we had! 
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March 21 dawned bright. Race time was ap- 
proaching and we had to dash over to the pits 
to take some pre-start pictures of our drivers 
and of the start, itself. This we did, but as the 
drivers lined up for the Le Mans’ start, we were 
chased into the pits by the stewards—it seems 
only newsmen of the larger publications have 
full run of the course. I learned later when I 
reported to field press headquarters, that only 
press passes with the tags (33) (22) and (99) 
were permitted entree. Mine only had (4). I 
managed to circumvent that, however, by having 
others get extra copies of the hourly press re- 
leases. Just one thing more with which to cope 
I should mention before starting with the hourly 
reports. Everywhere we turned—on top of the 
pits—the paddock area special parking—we could 
have entree IF WE PAID TEN DOLLARS! John 
made the very appropriate comment that he was 
seeing ten spots before his eyes! 

The start, as always, was a dramatic release 
of the tension that had mounted all morning. 
Jack McAfee was first away from the line in his 
1498 Porsche Spyder (RSK) #35. He shared 
the wheel with Ken Miles. #34 (RSK) was 
driven by Don Sessler and Bob Holbert, #36 
(RSK) was driven by Count Antoni von Dory 
and Roberto Miere, and #37 (RSK) was driven 
by Ernie Erickson and Ed Hugus. These were 
the private entries. 

After leaving the line first, McAfee was out- 
gunned by Carroll Shelby’s 3 litre Aston-Martin 
and the first lap was a series of shifting of posi- 
tions. 


First hour: 
The lead was changing almost every lap. Stir- 
ling Moss #2 and Phil Hill #8 were already 
having their predicted battle. Don Sessler #34 
and Count von Dory #36 were holding 7th and 
8th for Porsche. 


Second hour: 
Not much change. No definite trend had yet 
been set. Jean Behra in the #9 Ferrari turned 
in the fastest lap at 3:24.4. 


Third hour: 
At 12:03, we lost our first and only entree, 
#36 (RSK) Count von Dory retired with a 
broken camshaft. #37, Hugus, replaced Erick- 
son at the 50th lap and #34, Sessler, was lead- 
ing the index. Porsches were 5th, 6th, 7th, 
and 9th. 


Fourth hour: 
#35, Miles, was in the pits with fuel line 
trouble. #1, Carroll Shelby, retired the Aston- 
Martin. This made six cars out from the 
original 65. Porsches were in 5th, 6th, 7th, 








and 10th. Don Sessler’s RSK was still leading 
in index. 


Fifth hour: 


Phil Hill’s Ferrari was retired with a broken 
axle. Moss was now in the lead in the Lister- 
Jag with 84 laps. #7, Ferrari, was second 
and #9, Allison who had relieved Behra, was 
third. Our Porsches (God Bless ’em) were 
fourth, von Trips; fifth, Sesslar; sixth, Fitch 
and Barth, all with 82 laps; seventh, Ed Hugus 
and Ernie Erickson. Ken Miles and Jack Mc- 
Afee were in tenth position with 79 laps. Ses- 
sler still led in index. 


Sixth hour: 


Halfway mark has just arrived. John and I 
have been out on the course taking pictures of 
our Porsches so you can see them in action. 
We just saw Moss in the Lister-Jag being 
pushed by a Jag. His car was disqualified. 
Hugus ran out of gas on the straight in back 
of the pits and pushed his car in himself. He 
was not disqualified. We finally found the 
VW bus, with PORCHE still on the sides, over 
by the esses. 


Seventh hour: 


Positions were changing. With Moss out, 
Behra in the Ferrari took over the lead, Dan 
Gurney in a Ferrari was second and Bonnier 
in his RSK was third, all in the same lap (115). 


PCA Champions Bob Holbert and Don Sesslar 
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The light dizzle that had started around 3:30 
had now become a steady rain and the course 
was really wet. Miles and McAfee had changed 
to Michelin X tires and were lapping at a 
terrific pace. In 3rd was von Trips: 4th, 
Sessler; 5th, Fitch; 7th, Miles and 9th, Erick- 
son. There’s nothing but Porsches and Ferraris 
in the first ten. 


Eighth hour: 


Four hours to go. Things have settled down 
to a steady grind. The rain has stopped but the 
course is still wet. Moss is now driving the #3 
Lister-Jag and Phil Hill and Olivier Gende- 
being have taken over the #7 Ferrari from 
Daigh and Gurney. Positions remain the same 
after 124 laps. 


Ninth hour: 


Don’t know what we would do without these 
hourly bulletins. Even those of us in the pits 
would not know who is in what position with- 
out them. It is 7:00 P.M. and Phil Hill has 
taken the lead in the Ferrari, Behra remains 
in second with our Porsches in 3rd, 4th and 
5th, and Miles 7th and Erickson 9th. We have 
lost our first in index to an OSCA, with de 
Tomaso and a D.B. with Paul Armagnac. The 
Sessler-Holbert car is now third. 


Tenth hour: 


Two hours to go. The track is dry and the 
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Ace Mechanics. PCAer Glen Carroll and Wolf 
gong Rietze! look things over

3 PCA “Specials, Bob Holburt, Don Sesslor and 
Cy Fulton's RSK 

Slippery when Wet!

McAfee about to pass ill-fated Stanguellini 
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speeds are picking up. The lap times are com- 
ing down from over 4:30 to 4:35. Positions 
remain unchanged—Hill still leads. 


Eleventh hour: 

#34 Sessler-Holbert are using a luminous pit 
board with fronted glass with back lighting 
on which they write with a felt tipped pen. 
Moss just went by in the Lister-Jag with his 
tail pipe dragging and #31 pulls into the 
Porsche pits and von Trips takes over for 
Joakim Bonnier. He will finish the race and 
is Porsche’s best hope for a win. At 9:00 
P.M. it’s still all Porsche and Ferrari. 


Final hour: 

Tension is mounting. Von Trips and Jean 
Behra are driving like madmen. John and I 
are standing over the pits (the $10 guards 
finally have gone) timing each car every lap. 
It is now 9:15. Hill leads by one lap and 35 
seconds over Behra and von Hanstein is just 
5 seconds behind Behra. They are lapping the 
track in 3:38, 3:39, 3:40, 3:37, and gaining 
some 12 to 15 seconds a lap on Hill. Von 
Trips is giving it his all but he can’t gain 
on Behra. Behra just passed Hill on the back 
stretch and is now on the same lap. Time is 
running out. Von Trips just pulled into the 
pits. What could be wrong? No clutch—oh, 
no! He’s out again, but I’m afraid he’s had 
it! Von Trips came into the pits again—he’s 
fighting to finish now. There he goes out again 
—smoking badly—John, get a lap time on him 
—4:15—wow! What a game driver! It’s 10:00 
P.M.—here comes Hill—down goes the check- 
ered flag—now Behra—now von Trips—he 
took third and Porsches took 4th, 5th, 8th, 
10th and 11th. Eleventh? Yes, #33 von Han- 
stein and de Beaufort in the factory Carrera 
Coupe. What a drive for the little bomb—won 
first in Class 6 as well. 

Ferraris and Porsches take the entire first 

ten places. 
The glorious Porsche honor roll reads like this: 


3rd—von Trips and Bonnier 1600 RSK, 184 


laps 
4th—PCA Special, Sessler and Holbert, 1500 
RSK, 184 laps 


5th—Fitch and Barth 1500 RSK. 181 laps 
8th—Miles and McAfee 1500 RSK, 173 laps 
10th—Erickson and Hugus 1500 RSK, 170 laps 
11th—von Hanstein and de Beaufort, 1600 Car- 

rera Coupe, 164 laps. 

Class E Winner—von Trips and Bonnier 

Class F Winner—Sessler and Holbert 

We also take 3rd in index with Sessler and 
Holbert; and 4th with von Trips and Bonnier. 

In closing, we had small passes and only limited 
access—but that’s typical of Porsche, doing a 
job with only one-half of what the others have!

LETS GET THE WATER OUT 


Proper lubrication of the engine is one of the 
most popular and controversial topics of con- 
versation among sportscar owners. Most of us 
have our favorite brands of oil and our reasons 
for our choice. 

There are, of course, differences in oils; some 
being better suited to a particular engine than 
others. The features that dictate the type of zs 
oil are design, temperatures, quality of mechani- 
cal fits, speeds, rate of oil circulation, and ma- 
terials of construction. 

The matter of oil contamination is seldom dis- 
cussed among owners, although it is a grave 
concern to the major oil producers. Assuming 
the oil to be of good quality, the most common 
and offensive contaminant is water. 

When the engine is started, some of the gases 
formed by combustion readily condense into 
water upon contact with cold surfaces. You 
can see it drip from the exhaust pipe. It also 
condenses on the cylinder walls and some of it 
is carried to the crankcase by the oil scraper } 
rings. Also, it is free to pass through the gaps doe 
in the piston rings. If you think that your rings 
do not leak, just crank the engine slowly against 
the compression and see how soon resistance 
disappears; or hold your hand under the end 
of the breather pipe, with engine idling, and feel 
the blow-by. 

Water in the crankcase, if permitted to remain, 
combines with some constituents of the oil and 
some other contaminants to form sludge, which in 
turn may cause foaming. Sludge is not a good 
lubricant, and foam is worse because bubbles 
reduce the actual oil volume delivered by the 
pump. 

The water and its compounds may become 
mildly acidic if allowed to accumulate. In the 
Porsche, early failure of the phenolic timing New type Filler 
gear is presumed to have been caused by sul- 
phuric acid in the oil. Other engine parts may 
be damaged by etching or rusting. There is a 
way to do something about this situation in our 
Porsches. 

Since early in ’55, our cars have been fitted 
with a steel can into which we pour the oil. This 
can has an airtight cover and two baffles in it 
that prevent dropping large objects into the 
engine. The breather pipe extends almost to the 
top of this assembly so that the oil won’t go 
down the wrong way. This device acts in a way 
that the designer probably did not intend. It 
becomes a condenser for the water vapor that 
is blown into it and, because of the high-up exit 
of the breather pipe, allows the condensate to 
flow back into the engine. 

And notice the rust if the car is a year or more 
old. If you continue to drive for forty or more 
miles, the system eventually warms up and most 
of the water passes out of the breather. Notice, 
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Old type Oil Filler

if you get the opportunity, that the oil stays 
much cleaner in cars that travel far than in those 
used for short runs; such as around town, or a 
few miles to work. 

Please be advised that the best oil plus a 
small percentage of water is worse than a medi- 
ocre but clean oil. 

What we need is a more direct breather outlet. 
The system on a 54 Porsche or any Volkswagen 
is quite good, so we would do well to imitate it. 

The breather pipe which comes off with the 
oil cap on the Volkswagen would not fit a 
Porsche, so this writer made a device to replace 
the rusty can. The pictures show its design quite 
clearly. Machined from aluminum, it has a mini- 
mum of radiating surface and weight so that it 
may warm up quickly. There is a one-half inch 
pipe plug in the top for the admission of oil and 
a funnel must be used to avoid pouring the oil 
out of the breather. My car uses only six or 
seven ounces of oil (Castrolite) in two thousand 
miles, so this is not burdensome. 

For those who would make this improvement, 
here are the pertinent dimensions. The two 
screws that hold this to the generator support 
are 6mm diameter and 2.35 inches apart. The 
angle of the outlet tube to the flat surface (of 
the generator support) is 123° and the outlet 
tube slants rearward 10°. The passage through 
the device should be at least .3 square inch or 
5 inside diameter to allow ample exit for the 
gases and vapor. A gasket of 1/32 thick “Hyd- 
roil” packing is used as there is no tube to locate 
the original “O” ring. 

Note that this receptacle is the last part to 
warm up. If you live north of latitude 40°, just 
lift the cover and look at the water after driving 
four or five miles in winter from a cold start. 

Other designs are possible, the objective being 
to provide a direct outlet with minimum con- 
densing area. 

To those who choose to leave the breather as 
issued, I offer this advice. If you live in the 
North and must use the car for short runs, use 
H.D. oil and change it frequently as it is better 
able to absorb and neutralize the water. If the 
oil receptacle rusts inside, it should be removed 
and cleaned occasionally to prevent rust flakes 
from going into the engine. Do not paint the 
inside with ordinary enamel as it peels and falls 
into the works. ‘I had mine cadmium plated 
but it rusted almost as badly. So, after making 
the new one, I took the old one off the car, 
swung it around three times, and released it 
in the direction of the village dump. This may 
seem like a superficial alteration, but it may 
save you from expensive internal repairs.

TECHNICAL TIP 


The washer on the front wheel spindles, that 
is between the outer bearing and the jam-nuts, 
is usually neither flat nor parallel, due to its 
having been produced by stamping. This condi- 
tion makes correct bearing adjustment impos- 
sible, as the race bears against this washer at 
only its thickest or most bent spot. This washer 
should bear equally all of the way around the 
ball race if maximum bearing life and safety are 
to be realized. 

I suggest that these washers should be finished 
by grinding both sides. This is only a ten minute 
job at any machine shop equipped with a surface 
grinder with magnetic chuck.

PCA SEBRING RENDEZVOUS 


The green tent with the PCA banners flying 
was more popular than ever this year at Sebring 
for members and friends who sought refuge 
from the heavy Florida fog.

PORSCHE PRESS CONFERENCE 


On Friday, March 13th, we dared supersti- 
tion by going to the Plaza Hotel in New York 
City where the Porsche of America Corpora- 
tion was holding a press conference with Baron 
Huschke von Hanstein as the main speaker. 

You can’t help but be charmed by one of 
Porsche’s finest salesmen and good will am- 
bassadors, the ever smiling Baron. 

During the very pleasant two hour session, 
we learned that Porsche expects to continue 
racing on the same scale as before. 

The factory will enter more Formula II races 
with what is actually a stripped down, single 
seater, Spyder. 

In answer to a question about Porsche and 
the new Formula I program coming in the future, 





the Baron could not comment. He did say that 
in principle the Porsche factory is against 
formula racing since it takes racing away from 
the serial cars. 

The factory will build about 20 RSKs. one- 
half of which will be coming to the United 
States. 

The factory is definitely opposed to knock-off 
wheels on their racing cars because they cause 
the addition of unsprung weight. Weight in a 
car of the Spyder’s displacement is oh, so im- 


portant. 
All factory Spyders at Sebring were last year’s 
cars .. . the factory was so busy making new 


RSKs for customers. 

There is a 1700 cc engine which will be used 
for short hillclimbs. Has lots of torque .. . 
but weight of pistons etc. make it unsuitable for 
long distance racing. 


As to the 2 liter, 6 cylinder engine, the Baron 
would make no comment but just flashed that 
famous smile. 

The factory lost more cars due to accidents 
while practicing and running in the European 
Hillclimb Championships than in all long dis- 
tance races. 

When the remainder of the Speedster bodies 
are used up for the GT Carrera, that’s it. GTs 
will then be made in coupe bodies. 

Asked for a comment on the refusal of the 
SCCA to approve the 1600 GT Carrera for pro- 
duction category, the Baron said that he felt 
the 1500 GT would continue to handle all comers 
as before and that really the extra 100 cc’s 
didn’t mean that much. 

At this point, the Baron said he would have 
to stop as he had a little driving to do at a place 
called Sebring and was anxious to get on his 
way ... and drive, he did.
